HE DISAPPEARED ON THE EVE OF HIS 
WEDDING DAY. 


The Great Sum Sewed Up in His Hat— 
The Bride’s Appeal to the Police— 
Wandering About Dazed and Weak— 
Once Sandbarread A Man of Fic 
turesque Becentricities. 


Omimcaco, I., June 2.—The police to-day 
were searching for the wealthy M. P. Chap- 
man of % West Van Buren street, who dis- 
appeared just before his marriage was to 
have occurred, carrying $147,000 in certified 
checks with bim. 

Chapman wasto have been marricd last 
nightto Mrs. Mary Burkett, and left home 
during the day to draw $2,000 from the dank. 

Mrs. Burkett notified the police after the 
wedding guests bad assembled that her 
fance was missing, and that as he had 
worn $147,000in checks and securities sewed 
into his hat she feared that he had been 
robbed and murdered. 

ECCENTRICITIES. 

Chapman, whois55 years old, was sand- 
bagged and robbed several years ago, and 
as a result he became deaf. The $147,000 was 
Mr. Chapman’s own money. He is a well- 
known local speculator, and originally came 
from Oswego, III. 

His eccentricities have often caused com- 
ment. One of his peculiarities is a fond- 
ness for cheap apartments. 


DRUGGED AND ROBBED. 

Chapman returned to his home during the 
day after having, according to his story, 
been drugged, robbed and left on 
the Danks of the Des PFlaines River, near 
Lyons, twelve miles from Chicago. He 
says he was met by three men while on his 
way down town, was overpowered and 
drugged and when he recovered conscious- 
ness twelve hours later he found that his 
$147,000 in certified check with a considera- 
ble sumin cash had been taken. 

Dazed and weak he wandered about in 
the darkness untii he found himself in Lyons 
and later made his way to his apartments.

Indiana Miners Prevent the Move- 
ment of Coal Trains. 


Sheriffs and Deputies Overawed by 
Mobs of Men and Women. 


BIG FORCE OF MILITIA SENT TO THE 
- SOENE OF TROUBLE.

Nine Infantry Companies and a Gatling 
Gun sauad Mow on the Road in 
Special Trains— Washington and Shell 
burn the Points of Greatest Disorder

Ix̃ptawarotts, Ind., June 2.—At the Gov- 
ernor’s office this morning every one was in 
a state of expectancy. Although the frst 
information given out at the executive office 
was to the effect that the militia would 
not be ordered out at least to-day, 
the day was not far advanced when the 
aspect of affairs assumed a very serious 
phase. This was caused by reports which 
were received from Snellburn and Washing- 
ton mining districts, which told of the deter- 
mined stand the miners had taken to prevent 
the moving of coal trains m spite of the 
Governor's warning. Gov. Matthews and 
Adjt.-Gen. Robbins held frequent confer- 
ences by noon and a few minutes past 12, the 
Governor decided to order outthe militia. 
There are forty-four companies of available 
men, each having forty-five men. Nine 
companies, including one artillery, will go 
at once to the scenes of trouble. 

CARS DERAILED AND TRACK TORN UP. 

The action of the Governor was based on 
telegrams from Washington which said that 
500 miners at Oannelburg, compelled con- 
dactors on the Baltimore & Ohio SsSouth- 
western to § side-track forty loads 
of coal in transit from Cininnati 
to St. Louis. They deralled three 
cars, upset one and tore up the 
track ofthe switch on each side of the coal 
cars. Sheriff Leming served injunction pa- 
pers upon them, but no attention was paid 
to him. He then telegraphed the Governor 
for troops. The Oannelburg miners are 
aided by miners from Washington Oity and 
Montgomery. 

At Sheliburn this morning a special train 
carrying Milis and forty deputies was met by 
200 strikers, who lined up on the platform 
and listened to conciliatory samarks of the 
sheriff. He told the strikers he was 
there to epforce the law bat violence would 
not be used. Meanwhile the deputies re- 
mained inside the coaches, Afterward an 
attempt was made to move the coal cars ly- 
ing on the side tracks, but the Sherif! was 
prevented from doing so by the strikers. 
The Sheriff and bis deputies returned to Sul- 
livan. The strikersand their wives jeered 
them, and as fast as pins would be placed in 
the trains they would be removed by the men 
and women, 


WITH GATLING GUNS. 

The Governor at noon received a message 
from the Sheriff of Davies County stating 
that all hope of a settlement of the 
dificuity had been abandoned, the 
Situation was more alarming and a renewed 
request for troops. The Adjutant-General 
was ordered by the Governor to call for nine 
companies. Four of them are from Indian- 
A gatling gun squad from this city 
was also ordered. The Governor de- 
clined to announce the names of 
the com panies. The route of the 
troops was kept secret to prevent an inter- 
ecption of the soldiers while on the way. The 
Adjuatant-General at once began arranging 
for a special train to carry the troops from 
here. The aggregate numberof soldiers is 
450 men,

DRAGGED TO DEATH.

He 
was dragged to the lawn in front ofthe 
bullding and mutilated. He probably died 
while this was being done, but the body was 
rushed down tothe Lakewood trestle over 
Clear Oreek and hanged.

A Perpetuation of the Colambian Expe- 
sitiem’s Striking Features.

NO SETTLEMENT. 


The Carpenters Hold Another Mass 
Meeting This Morning. 


REFUSE TO ACCEPT THE CUT 
RATES OFFERED. 


THEY 


They Demand the Old Rate of 87 1-2 
Cents per Hour-—The Contractors Re 
fuse to Give Over 321-2 Cents, and 
Claim They Can Get Ali the Men They 
Want at 30 Cents—Status of Work at 
the Union Depot—Frospects of an Ad 
justment. 


If the carpenters delieved yesterday that 
their troubles would be over when the union 
wage scale was reduced to 35 cents an hour, 
they have already beea undeceived. 

It may prove to be th® beginning of a set- 
tlement. In one case it proved to be the 
Deginnirg of new trouble. Tue fifty or sixty 
carpenters employed on the Union Depot 
were getting 37% cents an hour. 
They demanded 4 cents when they quit work 
Thursday. Messrs. Adams & Chandler de- 
clined to yield to their demand and forty-five 
union carpenters attended the mass- 
meeting Friday instead of working on the 
Union Depot. 

Ten amalgamated carpenters remained at 
work. 

Yesterday afternoon, after the mass meet 
ing bad passed a resolution permitting men 
to return to work at 35 cents, a com- 
mittee of union men who had deen 


employed by Acams & Chandler, consisting 
ofJ. D. Davison, Thomas Ward and George 
MacKay, walted upon Mr. Adams and noti- 
fied him of their willingness to return 
te work at 87 cents under the 
old regulations. Mr. Adams told them he 
would answer them to-day. This morning 
at 10 o’clock¥ Davison, representing the com 
mittee, was informed that the old men 
would not be taken back at the old rate. Ac- 
cordiae to Davison, he was informed that 
the rate hereafter would be 30 vents, and for 
the more skilled of the old employes 82% 
cents. 
TO-DAY'’S MEETING. 

The union men on this jobDiimmediately met 
in Mass-meeting at 604 Market street and re- 
solved unanimously that they would not 
return to work for less than 374 cents. 
These men will call for what is due them 
Monday at noon.

Mr. Carlisle denied emphatically that of 
his own motion he went to the Finance 
Committee and told the Democratic mem- 
bers that the Sugar Trust must be taken 
care of on account of its contribu- 
tion to the party’s campaign fund.

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BAILWAY POOLING. 


The pooling of railway earnings pro- 
posed by the House Committee on Com- 
merce isa clever device to save the man- 


agers from the consequences of their own 


foolish and mistaken policy, and saddle 
them upon the community. 

As was pointed out in the last report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, ‘‘if 
the laue of railway capital had been con- 
fined to the amount necessary to construct 
and equip the properties it is clear that 
under normal conditions of business thero 
would be much more satisfactory returns. 
Thisis the root of the trouble. When a 
railway company issues capital and debt 
above the actual cost of the road it estab- 
lishes an illegitimate claim upon the re- 


| sources and industry of the country which 


cannot be enforced except by raising rates 
above the level of reasonableness and jus- 
tice. Against this the people complain, 
and to legalize pooling is simply to enable 
the ‘‘financiers’’ to profit by a wrong of 
their own making.

It may be the errors of policy which 
now afflict the country were inevitable,

But now thatthe mistake has been die- 
covered and the nature and consequence of 
the blunder are understood, it would be 
sheer folly to follow it up and fasten it 
forever upon the country. Legislation 
should now be invoked, not to encourage 
more inflation but to squeeze out the water 
already absorbed by the sponge. 


SHERMAN’S GOOD POINT. 

Democrats may extract a grain of good 
from the speech of John Sherman, He not 
only carefully avoids attacking the princi- 
ples of the income tax, but by implica- 
tion, at least, indorses it. 

Mr. Sherman criticises the form of the 
income tax in the tariff bill because it is 
not broad enough in scope and because it 
does not discriminate between incomes 
earned by labor, professional or other, 
and those drawn from stocks, securities 
and other forms of accumulated wealth. 
His remarks on this subject lean to 
justice. 

His sole objection, however, to the im- 
position of a federal income tax is that the 
national Government thereby invades a 
field of taxation which should be left to 
the States. He contends that the United 
States have ample resources for taxation 
in the customs and excises. Impliedly he 
indorses the income tax as sound, just and 
practicable. The imposition of it, there- 
fore, 1s solely a matter of judgment as to 
whether it is needed. 

But Mr. Sherman believes in protection 
and in levying heavy taxes on the people 
for the benefit of the favored manufac- 
turers. The Democratic party professes 
to hold that the people should be relieved 
of taxes on the necessaries of life. The 
Democratic party, therefore, cannot ac- 
cept the Ohio Senator’s judgment as to the 
need of an income tax, but his utterance 
should have the effect of silencing the 
blatant organs of plutocracy, which de- 
nounce the tax as unjust and inquisitorial. 


**As Arule,’’ says John Sherman, the 
rich men of our country do not embark 
their fortunes in corporations.’’ No, cor- 
porations are composed, for the most part, 
of widows and orphans, who have ‘‘their 
little all’’ in stocks and bonds. The 
Sugar Trust, the Standard Oil, the 
Pacific Railroad, the Santa Fe and 
other great corporations with natural or 
law-made monopolies are examples. It is 
remarkable how many widows and or- 
phans there are in the country and very 
creditable to men like Sherman, O. P. 
Huntington, McKinley, Brice and Gorman 
that they stand up so stoutly for the help- 
less ones. It is very touching to the 
pockets of the people.

Exclusive Park Privileges. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As the Fosr-Disraron champions all causes 
that have for their toundation justice and 
fair play, I desire a small space in Forum 
column to register a kick against the reserv- 


ing of the base ball unds at Forest Park

Recently the Captain of a dall team, con- 
sisting of membership of a certain organiza- 
tion, secured a permit from the Park Com- 
missioner to play ball in Forest Park. He 
was told that there were no grounds re- 
served foranybody; all took their chances; 
those who were on the grounds first had the 
refusal; yet when he arrived on the grounds 
and proceeded to play, he was informed by 
Supt. Callahan that those grounds were re- 
served forthe T. Mu. O. A. He then moved to 
another plot of ground used for ball playing 
and was given to understand by the police 
officer that he could not play there because 
those grounds were reserved for the ball 
players of Christ Church. 

He protested against such actions, but was 
informed that those were their orders. The 
Captain finally founda place that was not 
wanted or reserved for anybody and was 
allowed to play.

Roger Conner, who will wear a St. Louis 
uniform in this afternoon’s game, is one of 
the most noted batsmen in the League. He 
began playing ball in 1876 with the Monitors, 
the crack team of Waterbury, Conn., where 
he was born. His splendid stick work at- 
tracted attention and secured him an en- 
gagement in 1988 with the New Tork Club, 
with which he remained until yesterday ex- 
cept in 1890 when he was with the Philadel- 
phias. Conner is an unassuming, gentieman.- 
ly player who makes friends wherever he 
plays. His lay off by Ward was resented by 
the Polo Grounds patrons, who 
pronounced it a managerial mistake. Conner 
has earned the nickname of Home-Run 
Roger. He stands over 6 feet high and 
weighs over 200 pounds. He is lively on his 
feet fora man of his proportions and covers 
a great deal of ground at first. His felding 
is not bis strong point, however, ag he is 
sometimes careless in handling thrown balls. 
Conner's batting percentage last year was 
823. His total number of safe hits was 158. 
He sacrificed twenty-eight times and stole 
twenty-nine bases. Oonner attributes his 
unsatisfactory batting this reason to his 
anxiety to comply with Warda’s unreasonable 
demand fora safe hit every time he stepped 
to the plate. His anxiety to nit the ball 
made him unsteady and defeated his object.

Waenmoerox, D. C., June 2.— The utter- 
ances of ex- Speaker Reed, Senator Lodge, 
Representative. Burrows, Representative 
Cannon and other Republican leaders in 
favor of a freer use of silver, are regarded in 
Congressional circles as a revival of the plans 
and aspirations of James G. Blaine, It is 
well known that Mr. Blaine’s hopes were to 
unite the nations of the Western hemisphere 
by means of intercontinental railroads, re- 
ciprocal treaties and acommon medium of 
exchange. : ' 

Representative Hitt of Illinois who was 
closely associated with Mr. Biaine, says that 
the proposition of Mr. Reed isjon the lines of 
Mr. Blaine’s policy. The latter was never 
fully spread before the public, as it hada 
scope which could be developed only by 
patience and by slow stages, and Mr. Blaine’s 
health during bis later days was not such as 
to permit him to accomplish the ends he had 
in view. 

THE SAME PROPOSITION. 

Mr. Reed now presents the proposition 
with directness,’’ said Mr. Hitt, ‘‘Whereas 
Mr. Blaine proposed es steps which 
tended toward the same general results. It 
was Mr. Blaine’s belief that the nations of 
the Western Hemisphere should be recipro- 
cally united in their commercial dealings, in 
their money, in their railroads, and in al! 
Unes of action which would make them 
strong against the rest ofthe world. Mostof 
the Southern republics were ready for mutual 
actionon silver, as they are silver-using 
countries, but they were not yet ready for 
the discriminating tarif which would cat 
them off from the import duties on which 
they largely depend. The reciprocity 
treaties were a step inthe direction of that 
mutual co-operation. Mr. Blaine’s speeches 
before the Pan-American Conference dis- 
closed that his policy embraced united action 
on stiver, on the tariff! and on all subjects in 
which Western nations had a common pur- 


pose. 
THE REED IXTERVIEW. 

A great deal of significance is given the 
Reed interview by many public men here. 
For several months there has been a grow- 
ing sentiment among Republican members 
in favor of aliberal policy toward silver. 
Among Mr. Reed’s most intimate and con- 
stant associates in the House of late have 
been Representative Newlana of Nevada and 
Representative Sweet of Idaho, who are 
radical supporters of silver. The ex-Speaker 
has made a study of the silver question from 
the standpoint of the miner and Western 
member until he is said to have made a 
mastery of the’ intricacies of the question 
quite equal to that of Mr, Bland.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Orders were sent by 
the Navy Department to-day to the United 
States steamer Baltimore, now at Naga-

A NOVEL OCEAN RACE. 


The Prise an Unclaimed Island—Affairs 
im the South Pacific. 
+ 


Howot ur, May 26.—(Per steamer Australia, 
via San Frantisco)—The steamer Iwalani. 
the island vessel, sailed last evening ina 
race with the English cruiser, Champion, 
the prise baing an island not yetclaimed by 


any country. 

On the steamer Warimoo from British Col- 
umbia a few days ago was a passenger 
named Reid, who claimed antaudience with 
the Executive Council. He announced the 
fact that the English Government 
intended to lay a cable from 
Australia tothe United States in the near 
future, but did not intend to touch Hawall. 
The plan was to have a con- 
fecting point between Australia and 
America and Johnson Island, a small 
piece of land slightly north, The Pro- 
visional Government decided to send an 
officer to the island with the power to raise 
the Hawallen “fag, thus securing to 
the Government the chance to have 
the proposed cable touch here. 
At the time the Iwalani started 


the Champion was preparing toleave. This 
it was understood was on the same mission. 
The little steamer had an hour’s start, and 
asitis one of the swiftest vessels in the 
island service it will have a good chance to 
reach the island first and thus defeat the 
plans of those on board the Champion. 

R. W. Irwin, Hawatian Minister to Japan, 
arrived here unexpectedly May 4 with im- 
portant dispatches tothe Government in re- 
gard to the franchise for Japanese 
residents here.
